Dear Mr. Chairman: 

In my letter of September 28, 1978, responding to your 
request that I cover six special subjects in this year's 
annual report, I said that I would be able to accommodate 
all of those subjects with one exception. It has now been 
brought to my attention that another of those subjects is 
not within my competence or jurisdiction. That is the fifth 
special subject: 

All reports from the Attorney General to the 
President regarding any intelligence activities 
which raise questions' of legality and decisions 
made or actions taken in response to reports 
from agencies within the intelligence com- 
munity forwarded to the Attorney General by 
the Intelligence Oversight Board. 

In fact, of course, I do not have the information which 
is asked for, and it would be appropriate and possible only 
for the President and the Attorney General, respectively, to 
provide the information you seek.

Unfortunately, OLC did not originally so advise us; they 
simply indicated GC should more properly organize the work. 

Meanwhile, DCI has written Boland that he could accommodate 
all the special tasks except #4 (Foreign Agreements). We talked 
about various ways to retrieve this situation and decided that 
a new DCI to Boland letter now is awkward but best under circumstances. 

GC will draft. When it goes, GC or we should follow up with a call to 
Lattimer. Any better ideas??
